They 
lead to the formation of depraved tastes 
and make the milk unfit for use.

New Method of Handling Grain. 


The conveying of large quantities of 


grain from one point to another is fre- 
quently attended with very serious loss 
and plans of all sorts have been adopt1 
ed at one time or another to avoid this 
waste. 
One of the newest ideas in 


this line is the carrying of grain in 
tight boxes or tanks and transferring 
it from ons receptacle to another by 
what is equivalent to pumping. Flexi- 
ble pipes are distributed through the 
tanks and powerful engines,draw the 
grain in at one end of these pipes aad 
deliver it at another, very much as 
water is conveyed. 
In addition to 


eaBe and rapiiity of handling it is 
claimed that the grain Js benefited by 
the current of air which 'naturally 
passes,through it during the pumping 
process.

RaUlng Flax. 


Linen is coming into such general 


ase as wearing apparel and the genuine 
article is so hard to get that the sug- 
gestion has been made that our fair 
damsels raise a patch of flax and learn 
to spin the threads as did their grand- 
mothers in days of pid. 


It Is unquestionably a fact that in 


due course of time flax will be one of 
the standard crops of tlie American 
farmer. 
How important then that 


each farmer who is able to do so should 
set apart a little space and become 
familiar'with the raising and/process- 
ing of flax, beginning gradually and in- 
vesting not more than a few cents in 
seed and the needful time and labor to 
care for it. 
The agricultural depart- 


ment at Washington, D. C,, is more 
than willing to furnish information, 
and would no doubt be glad to supply 
seed to experimenters. There is a bul- 
letin already : issued on this subject 
which may be had for the asking. 


Farmers' sons and daughters who are 


anxious to make money can to advan- 
tage study the best methods of grow- 
ing and preparing 
flax. 
The girls 


should learn to spin it, and if there is 
a demand there will surely be looms 
set up to weave the delightful fabrics 
ip which all women delight. 


Perhaps the time is not far distant 


when every young woman will with 
her own hands spin the linen threads 
to make her outfit of hoi'se linen. The 
ingenuity and skill of our young wom- 
en is surely quite sufficient to enable 
them to compete successfully with the 
untutored peasantry of foreign lands. 
Agricultural societies, fairs and expo- 
sitios? should off'!'' prizes for the best 
hand-spun home made linen. ' Such a 
prlzo would be eagerly sought for and 
would do more toward stimulating the 
growth and spread of the flax indus- 
try than :any other course that could 
be pursued.

Beveloplns the Ruboer Industry. 


•Capitalists are somewhat enthusias- 


tic over the future o£ the rubber in- 
dustry. 
Unless sowe substitute for 


rubber is found, the demand is likely 
to be imperative and increasing for 
many years. 
At present prices rule 


rather high and somewhat firm for 
good .quality primarily because some o£ 
the original sources of supply are ex- 
hausted. 
Among the practical plans 


of rubber growers is the putting out 
of young forests and cultivating the 
trees as one might 
cultivate other 


crops. 
Experiments seem to prove 


that a most excellent quality of rubber 
may be made from the leaves of the 
plant ind that it ie by no means nec- 
essary to destroy the trees, as has 
heretofore been the custom. The leaves 
are boiled and 
processed in various 


ways, the result being a finer product 
than 'that obtained by the usual meth- 
od of tapping the tree and saving the 
exuding -juice. 
Plantations of from 


one to ten acres have been started and 
are reported as doing remarkably well.

As To The Real Object 


The Receivership 


Of 


Or The D. & L. N. Said To Be a Case 


Of Freeze Out—Railroad 


Happenings. 


Cincinnati Enquirer: 
News that 


the Detroit & Luna Northern railway 
went into the hand^s of a receiver 
caused no little discussion in railroad 
circles. 
One prominent Cincinnati 


railroad official stated yesterday that 
he could see no reason why this action 
was taken, unless its owners are en- 
deavoring to "freeze"' some one out. 
Just who this some one is remains, to 
be seen. It is either some one who 
has invested money in the enterprise 
or it is some one who holds a high po- 
sition among the officials of the road, 
very likely the latter. 


It is claimed that the men finan- 


cially interested are not m need of 
funds with which to complete the road, 
which is 
now practically finished. 


'•The receiver of the road,'" said the 
official, -'J. E. Towusend, is a part- 
ner of the man who owns about all the 
road, Charles N. Haskell. Mr. Has- 
kell's name does not appear among 
the officials, but it was Mr. Haskell 
who conceived the idea of building 
the road, who built it, and he and his 
fnendi control it." 


There is all kinds of talk concern 


ing the receivership of the Detroit & 
Lima Northern railroad. The Toledo 
Blade is of the belief that C. S. Brice 
is back of the receivership and es- 
l>l!Uiis*ai» follows.

ABOUT PAPER MONEY. 


Uow Old Nu(« An Uettrojed »d Xew 


*>ott» .%r* Made. 


In the treasury department at Wash 


ington nearly a million dollars of old 
worn-out paper money Is destroyed 
dally. Before !t Ss destroyed, however 
it is counted by several persons so a: 
to guard against errors and the amoun 
is carefully noted. The money is dis 
posed of in a 'arge iron receiver tna' 
looks like two great pans with their 
edgej» shju together. 
There is a door 


to the receiver that is locked with 
three locks, and each lock requires a 
different kind of. key. 
In accordance 


with the law, tijree men are appointed 
to witness the destruction 
of 
the 


money, and to each one of them is 
given a key to the receiver: no one ol 
them is allowed to lend his key to 
either of the others or to anyone else. 
During the day. at the hour agreed 
upon, the three men meet, and with 
their several keys unlock the receiver 
and open it. Then they put the money 
into it, closo the door, and again se- 
curely lock the three different locks. 
This done, water ifl let into the re- 
ceiver through a pipe, and a machine 
inside beats and grinds the thousands 
of dollars of old money into a very 
flne pulp, which is afterwards used for 
making new paper. New paper bills 
are printed to take the place of the 
ones destroyed. 
The paper used for 


making paper money is made in large 
sheets and every sheet is carefully 
counted. One by one the sheets are 
moistened and put under a 
press, 


where a stamp makes au Imprint of 
one color only, on one side; they are 
then put aside until dry; when dry 
they are again moistened and again 
put under a press, and another imprint 
of a different color is 
made. 
The 


printing process is repeated until all of 
the colors of both sides have been im- 
printed; then the sheets are dried and 
subjected to great pressure to make 
them perfectly smooth. Several bills 
are printed at one time on each sheet, 
and when the sheets are finished tbe 
bills are separated and trimmed by 
machinery. The separate bills are 
then given to a queer little machine 
to be numbered; the machine changes 
its number every time it makes an im- 
print, and thus no two bills of the 
same kind have tbe same number on 
them.—D. V. E.
